THE EXEMPTION OF Marl STREAMERS, 

The accompanying lettor fromthe Hong- 
kong Ganeral Chamber of Commerce on

This 
the Japanceo also are aware of, doubtless, 
ond will uct accordingly. Wor the same 
reason it is impossible for tha Chinese to 
hasten auy large b dy of men to the front, 
if auch ba their desire, Indeed, it becomes 
a question whether or not they can get in 
aguin, having been so completely routed. 


APPARENT INDIFFERENOE, 

Later information anys that the Taiyuen, 
double-screw oruiser, 1p aleo missing, un- 
donbtedly lost, which quite disables their 
floet for any important service.

SEIZURE OF THE PATHAN. 

The China Gazette of the 27th ult. say: 
Information hup been received here of the 
seigurs by the Chinese of the British 
steamer Pathan, Captein Wright, in the 
Formosa Channe), and her detention in Ke-

moroing of 18th, with a general cargo for 
Bhanghai, after which nothing is known of 
har subsequent movements except that she 
wawseized by a Chinese man-of-war, the 
Fanshong, probably on the afternoon of the 
following day, and taken into Keluog a 
prisoner. According to'one account, which 
wo give with all reserve, the man-of-war on

THE FOREIGN DEFENCE OF 
TIENTSIN. 

On tho 18th ult,, a mecting of British 
residents of the Concessions wes held at the 
Town Holl, Tiontsin, to take into considera- 
tion the best meng of defending the lives 
and property of thé inhabitants in case of 
any disturbance arising from causes induced 
by the presout war. Mr. H. B. Bristow 
took the chair. Osptain Besroroft, oom- 
mander of H,M.S, Uinnet, Captain Sargeon 
Hueston, Dr, Frazer, Mr. WoW. Dickingon, 
Dr. Irwin, the Rey, John Innocent,: Mr, 
Maitland, Mr. James Wilson, Mr, Edmund 
Cousins, Mr, Tisher and sbout 60 residents 
wers present, 

Mr. Bristow briefly stated the objeat of 
the meetiog which was to form a Britiah 
Defence Corps, to be divided into two com- 
panies. They wonld first cleat a command. 
ing officer for the two companies and then 
after the completion of the onrolment of 
those willing to serve the subordinate officers 
could be chosen, He moved that tho enrol- 
mont now take placo, 

Dr, Frazer seconded the motion, which 
was cartied and those present signed the 
enrolment lists, which were ordered to be 
sent to residents who had been unable to 
bo present at the meeting. 

Mr. Harvey Bellinghaw was then elected 
Honorary Secretary of the meeting. 

Mr W, W. Dickinson referring to Capt, 
Bearcroft’a plan of defence said their next 
business was to elent an éfficer to take oom- 
mand of the whole force, ‘Captain Bearoroft 
hed offered to lend them « drill instructor. 
He would propose Surgeon Captain Hueston 
aa their commanding officer. 

Dr Frazer seconded the motion, which was 
carried with acclamation, 

Mr Ward asked if British residonts in the 
French Concession would bave to come to 
the Town Hall for arms ? 

Mr W. W. Dickinson said that had boon 
provided for by the Defence Committee who 
had drawn up a complete plan; though pro- 
bably there were some details which would 
have to be settled. Perhaps Captain Bear- 
croft would explain to the meeting what 
the general plan of defense was. 

Captain Bearoroft thaw auted the prin- 
oiples on which the defense of the Conces- 
sious weuld be conducted as settled with the 
commanders of the gunboats. Provision 
was made for the safety of the women and 
children, He also stated the arrangement 
that had been made to give the alarm by 
certain signala whether by night or day, of 
which all residents would be duly informed, 

The meeting then separated, after a 
cordial vote of thanks to the chairman, —

FOREIGNERS ASSAULTED AT 
PEKING. 

Writiag to tho China Gazette from Poking 
on the 2ist ult., Mr I. T. Headland gives 
a Jong account of the attack mada upon his 
wife and himself by Chinese soldiets on the 
16th ult. We take the following extract 
from the letter:—As they wont single file 
about ten feet apart, and not very regular~ 
ly, we watched our opportunity and stop. 
ped between two *nd crossed, Just as we 
did ao, the one behind atuck his bayonet 
within a few inches of Mira Headland’s face, 
at the same time making. an ugly.ejacula- 
tion, This caused the ‘bystanders to-leugh 
aud some reviled us, Not long afterwards 
the soldiers again crossed and we wers 
forced to pass to the other side, bat as 
there was a apace vf sonia fifty fect between 
two-of the men, we did it without on, aceid- 
ent, Aguin, however, they crossed and we 
were forced to do the same, but not without 
inanlt. By this time the people had become 
Toure impertinent and began toreyila us, and 
utter loud cries. We immediately stopped 
with the intontion of getting into the chair 
but it had not come up. We vaited a 
moment, but still it did vot come and the 
inaults became worse.and worse, We cross- 
ed the road with intention. of leaving 
the great atreot, thinking the people would 
remain to watch the soldiers pags, but a 
crowd began io gather, roviloe us, scream, 
and in a short tim, to throw mud, stones, 
bricke, and aand atus. One of the ring- 
leadeys kicked me, and £ at once: turned, 
and with all my force punched him with 
any umbrella, the ouly weapon Thad, and 
Taaw no more of him. . 

Just then o half dozen of kindly faced, 
friendly persons crowded in between us and 
the mob, which had now swelled to five 
hundred or more, and called cut tothem to 
step throwing. Bot they might as well 
have talked to the wind, for all they did 
was to get the force of tha stones and 
dirt which were hurled at us, Noeverthe- 
lesa they forced us on till they got'us into 
.& little alley, and thon left us with the mob 
op our heels.” In the alley they were not 
able to strike us so readily; none the. less, 
we were struck many. times there, 

Tn a short time wo emerged into an open 
space again, sad a shower of bricks, stones, 
sand, and dict was hurled at un Forty. 
nately, nothing but the mud and sand and 
some of the smaller stones took effoot, and 
we hurtied to a niall shop across the open 
apace, Hore we stopped aud asked the 
wan to go end get us a cart, but he paid 
no attention tc our requests, and a lot of 
‘yougha crowded id rged_ Us 
into a little all b of upon the.

ing the drums but kept on the other music, 
‘When opposite the mosqu®the Mahome- 
dans came out ina body and insisted on the 
tansio ocasing. The Hindus refased to 
comply with this reqaeat, on which the Ma. 
homedans ehoating ‘Deen’ fell: upon the. 
musigians. A free fight ensued and within s 
few minutes large numbers had joined in ths 
fray and the Mahomedans being -outnum- 
bered escaped as best they could... The Hine 
das thereupon entered the mosque, ran- 
sacked the building and attempted to set fire 
to it, but the police protecting the mosque 
prevented its being fired thengh they oonld 
not keep the mob from destroying éyery~ 
thing they found inside.
